SAN FRANCISCO (A P)-Sen. 
Barry Coldwater and Gov. Nel­ 
son A. Rockefeller are lecturing 
Californians on what’s bad for 
the Republican party as they 
stump the state in hot pursuit of 
California’s 86 votes at the GOP 
National Convention. 
Coldwater contends Rockefel­ 
ler’ policies would be the “kiss 
of death” for the party. 
Rockefeller says the 
party 
must remain “out in the main 
stream of American life rather 
than be pulled into an offside 
eddy by extremist groups.” 
The 
California 
primary on 
Tuesday will decide who will 
take that choice block of dele­ 
gate votes into the convention 
starting here July 13. 
Goldwater, campaigning in the 
Los Angeles area, said Thursday 
he’s confident he’ll win on Tues­ 
day and if he does, “then I 
think there’s no question that 
we can win on the first ballot.” 
Rockefeller, working in the 
San Francisco region, has not 
retreated from his stand that 
“things look bright” for him on 
Tuesday and that he will come 
to the convention with 400 of the 
655 votes needed for nomination. 
Goldwater accused Rockefel­ 
ler of seeking votes in Califor­ 
nia “on the implicit basis of a 
threat to bolt the party” if he 
doesn’t like the party’s nominee. 
He challenged Rockefeller to 
pledge allegiance to the party’s 
choice, whomever he may be. 
The Arizona senator said for­ 
mer Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon, Pennsylvania Gov. Wil­ 
liam W. Scranton and Michigan 
Gov. George Romney have dis­ 
avowed any part in a “stop Gold­ 
water” movement. 
“This now means that Gov. 
Rockefeller stands alone in his 
refusal to commit himself to sup­ 
port the party’s choice,” Gold­ 
water said. 
Rockefeller answered that it 
was understandable 
that the 
three were maintaining neutral­ 
ity. 
“They are all ambitious and 
hope ligtning will strike,” said 


the New York governor. “What 
other position could they take?”

Nehru's Successor 
Still Undecided 


NEW DELHI, India (AP)—A 
struggle 
for 
the 
government 
leadership left vacant by the 
death of Prime Minister Nehru 
threatened today to plunge India 
into political crisis. 
Rivalry among candidates for 
prime minister threatened to 
break into an open battle which 
could do serious harm to the 
nation and Nehru’s ruling Con­ 
gress party. 
The capital’s newspapers de­ 
voted front pages to the crema­ 
tion rites for the 74-year-old 
Nehru Thursday. But editorial 
pages were given over to som­ 
ber reflections on the future. 
The Statesman said Nehru’s 
“reluctance 
to 
nominate 
or 
groom any one of the leaders as 
his clear and undisputed succes­ 
sor would not have been so dis­ 
quieting had he left behind a 
well-disciplined cadre dedicated 
to the ideals of Nehruism or 
even a well-disciplined party 
machine.” 
After Nehru’s death, President 
Sarvepalli Radhakrishnan desig­ 
nated Home Minister G. L. Nan- 
da acting prime minister, to 
serve until the Congress party, 
as the majority party in Parlia­ 
ment, elects Nehru’s successor. 
A Congress spokesman said 
party leaders had not decided 
when to hold the election. 
The leading candidates are 
minister without portfolio Lai 
Bahadur Shastri, Acting Prime 
Minister Nanda 
and Finance 
Minister T. T. Krishnamachari. 
Shastri was one of Nehru’s 
best friends and has widespread 
support in the party. A well­ 
informed source said he had as­ 
surances of support from Presi­ 
dent Radhakrishnan and Ruma- 
raswami Kamaraj, president of 
the party.

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) j 
—The first unmanned model of, 
the Apollo moonship orbited the I 
earth today, buoying U.S. hopes 
of manned lunar landings in the 
1960s. 
Dr. George Mueller, director 
of the nation’s manned space­ 
flight program, said the success 
“ adds to our confidence in meet­ 
ing our goal of landing men on 
the moon in this decade.” 
But 
he 
said 
many 
more 
launchings — in the Gemini, 
Apollo and several unmanned 
programs — are required before 
man sets forth on a lunar voy­ 
age. 
A Saturn I rocket, which the 
United States claims is the most 
powerful in the world, hoisted 
the spacecraft into orbit more 
than IOO miles high Thursday. 
Both 
rocket 
and 
spacecraft 
launched were “ Model T” ver­ 
sions of the more powerful, 
streamlined hardware to be used 
on the moon flights. 
The spacecraft weighed only 
17,000 pounds, carried no inter­ 
nal gear and did not separate 
from the burned out second 
stage. It was the same shape as 
the real thing — which will 
weigh 
90,000 
pounds — and 
proved that in combination with 
the Saturn I it could with­ 
stand the jolting climb through 
the atmosphere. No recovery of 
the satellite was planned. 
The Saturn I logged its sixth 
successful test flight in as many 
launchings. Saturn I, with 1.5 
million pounds of booster thrust, 
is forerunner of the massive 7.5- 
million pound thrust Saturn V, 
which will launch moonbound as­ 
tronauts. 
Dr. Wernher Von Braun, direc­ 
tor of the Marshall Space Flight 
Center 
which 
builds 
Saturn 
rockets, said the next Saturn I 
firing, scheduled in August, will 
be essentially a repeat of Thurs­ 
day’s effort to evaluate systems. 
An unmanned Gemini capsule 
is to be launched in August in 
the final tuneup for the f i r s t 
two-man Gemini flight late in 
the year of only three orbits last­ 
ing five hours to check systems. 
Starting in 1965, manned flights 
will increase to four days, seven 
days and 14 days. 
Late next year, test flights of 
an advanced Saturn IB rocket 
are to begin. The vehicle has es­ 
sentially the same first stage as 


Saturn I but its second stage 
has much greater power. 
Test launchings of the Saturn 
V are to start in 1967. Because 
of the rocket’s great cost, the 
first astronauts to ride the mam­ 
moth vehicle most likely will be 
en route to the moon. Target 
date is 1969.

WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 
officials are reported seriously 
considering the possibility of th* 
United Nations undertaking a 
larger role in war-torn South­ 
east Asia than has so far been 
suggested. 
This is one of the lines of 
action expected to be discussed 
when American policy-makers 
meet in Honolulu Monday and 
Tuesday to work out recommen­ 
dations for President Johnson. 
After studying the recommen­ 
dations, 
Johnson 
may 
make 
some initial decisions on the 
U.S. course of action. 
With the Communist offensive 
in 
Laos 
apparently 
slowed 
down, the air of urgency over 
the Southeast Asian situation 
has eased. 
The Honolulu conference will 
take a long-range look at the 
problems of trying to secure 
peace and stability in Laos, Viet 
Nam and Cambodia, as well as 
discuss the immediate problems 
arising out of the Communist 
offensives. 
Expanded military action by 
the United States is another of 
the possible courses to be con­ 
sidered. Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk said in a speech a week 
ago that, if Communist aggres 
sion continued, the result could 
be “to expand the war.” 
Johnson announced th® Hono­ 
lulu meeting Thursday, saying 
the purpose of the Cabinet-level 
talks would be “to review the 
situation in the entire area” of 
Southeast Asia. 
Officials said the talks would 
be secret, and that recommen­ 
dations would be reported only 
to the President. 
Secretary Rusk, after attend­

funeral in India, is scheduled to 
visit Bangkok, Thailand,

Saigon, South Viet Nam, this 
weekend on his way to Honolulu.

envoy in South Viet Nam: Sec­

It is also understood that As­ 
sistant Secretary of State Har­ 
lan Cleveland, director of the 
Bureau of International Organi­ 
zation Affairs and an expert on 
U.N. activities, also is expected 
to take part.

Brown, a bespectacled, ener­ 
getic young man with red hair 
who is quick to tell you he 
thinks jazz is entirely appro­ 
priate in a 1964 church service. 
Mr. Brown — he declines the 
title of reverend—said, "Jazz is 
an honest musical reflection of 
the state of man in the United 
States today. If it is dissonant 
it is because we are dissonant.” 
He maintained that the more 
serene music usually played in 
churches seems worshipful only 
because we are conditioned to 
it 
But he admitted that he could 
not adopt the jazz format of the 
vesper service to his regular 
Sunday morning service. The 
congregation 
would 
be 
too 
shocked. Brown said he believes 
the reason many people dislike 
modern art is that it tells them 
unpleasant truths about them­ 
selves. The same sort of feeling, 
he said, would cause resistance 
to the use of jazz in church. 
The vesper service, tried here 
for the first time this spring, 
had as its theme, “The Triumph 
and Mystery of Man.” Triumph 
here, the Unitarian pastor said, 
indicated 
man’s 
cumulative 
achievements and the continua­ 
tion of the species. 
He added that such dedica­ 
tion of a worship service to man 
was entirely consistent with 
Unitarian philosophy. Unitarians 
he said, "believe in the worth 
and dignity of man and have 
never 
accepted 
his 
debase­ 
ment.” 
The music for the service was 
provided by Don Murray and 
the Louisville Jazz Lab, a group 
of 21 young musicians, many of 
them students. 
Murray, a pianist who also 
composes classical music, wrote 
many of the jazz pieces espec­ 
ially for the service. He said his 
group tried to represent all 
kinds of jazz in setting up the 
program. 
Brown said he is eager to

At any rate, while Nelson 
Rockefeller is g o i n g all out to 
pick up eighty-six delegates in 
California, a determined band 
of Goldwaterites is busy trying 
to t a k e delegates away from 
him in his home state of N e w 
York. 
The New York and California 
primaries are scheduled for the 
same day, J u n e 2, and the dif­ 
ference between Eastern a n d 
Pacific Coast time could mean 
that some news of the w ay 
things are going in New Y o r k 
will be available to late voters 
in Los Angeles and San Fran­ 
cisco. But the New York Gold­ 
waterites are not relying on any 
h o p e s that a home state de­ 
fection will be evident in time 
to a f f e c t the vote in Californ­ 
ia. Regardless of the Californ­ 
ia primary, they want to put 
Goldw’ater delegates across in 
ten contested New York S t a t e 
Congressional Districts if only to 
demonstrate to the Republican 
convention that Rockefeller is 
weak where popular opinion in 
the West considers that he is 
s t r o n g . Ten districts could 
yield a maximum of twenty del­ 
egates, but even if the Goldwat­ 
erites could pick up from two to 
six delegates they would consid­ 
er it a meaningM victory. 
The Goddwater push for New 
York State delegates is concen­ 
trated in counties that have 
been particularly restive under 
liberal Republican rule. These 
are m a i n l y “down State”, 
with a big cluster on Long Is­ 
land — Suffolk, Nassau a n d 
(Queens.

Combinations of Herbicide 
Best for No-Tillage Corn

You h a v e to use herbicide 
combinations to get the r i g h t 
kind of weed control with no-till­ 
age corn, accorling to G. 
B. 
Triplett at the Ohio Agricultural 
Experiment Station. 
Materials that kill the first 
vegetation may not stop t h e 
growth of weeds from seed. 
And contact materials 
may 
not last through the season. 
Research 
with 
no 
- tillage 
corn hasn t reached the point 
where it is recommended prac­ 
tice. But p r o g r e s s is being 
made. The scientists know that 
herbicides must work if the crop 
is to produce satisfactorily. 
Triplett has field tested a num­ 
ber of herbicide combinations 
and singled out t h o s e which 
were successful last year in 
Ohio. One problem though. . . . 
some of them haven’t yet been 
labelled for use in this way. 
* * * 
FOR SOD destruction, four 
pounds Atrazine plus 1-2 pounds 
of 2,4-D amine gave good re­ 
sults. This combination is ac­ 
ceptable under present labelling. 
Others which were successful 
but as yet not labelled include 
6-8 pounds Dalapon, plus f o u r 
p o u n d s Amitrole, plus t wo 
pounds Atrazine or linuron 
2 3 
pounds Atrazine, plus 2-4 pounds 
Paraquat; two pounds Atrazine, 
plus 2-4 pounds Diquat; and 2-4 
pounds Atrazine plus 3-4 pounds 
Amitrole. 
For corn following clean till­ 
ed crops, there were two good 
combinations, acceptable with 
p r e s e n t labels. They were 
2-3 pounds Atrazine, plus o n e 
pound 2, 4 D applied early as a 
preemergence 
treatment;

Atrazine,

one pound Simazine for grasses 
and

leaf weeds. This wouldn’t kl 11 
established dandelion or dock 
plants. 
Unlabeled combinations giv­ 
ing good results were: 
1-2 
pounds Simazine, plus tw o 
pounds Paraquat; 1-2 pounds 
Atrazine, plus two pounds Par­ 
aquat; 
1-2 
pounds Linuron, 
plus two p o u n d s Paraquat; 
and two pounds Atrazine, plus 
2-3 pounds Amitrole. 
Herbicides are of major im­ 
portance when called upon to 
control the vegetation normally 
handled by tillage. Satisfactory 
herbicide systems must control 
v e g e t a t i o n already p r e s ­ 
ent, control growth of s e e d s 
from seed, and must not injure 
the crop. Some materials m a y 
be applied at planting t i m e , 
while others must be applied se­ 
veral weeks before planting to 
avoid crop injury. 
Improper herbicide use h a s 
reduced stand yield. Further, 
the herbicides must not injure 
the following crop.

Brittle Mantle Insists 
On Centerfield Position 


MICKEY MANTLE 


NEW YORK (AP) - Mickey 
Mantle, 
New York’s 
injury 
plagued star, brusquely thrust 
aside any possibility of switch­ 
ing from center field to a less 
laborious position to preserve his 
ailing legs. 
The 
switch-hitting 
Yankee 
slugger, who underwent a knee 
operation—his second—last win­ 
ter, was forced out of the line-up 
again Wednesday because of 
muscle strain in his left side, in 
the same area where he had 
been previously botered by 
Charley horse. 
The latest injury occurred in 
the eighth inning of Tuesday 
night’s game with Cleveland 
when Mickey made a spectator 
running catch of a fly ball hit 
by Max Alvis. The Yankee Sta­ 
dium crowd gave him a stand 
ing ovation. 
Mantle has had a history of 
leg trouble but it has never been 
more evident than this season 
Once one of the fastest—if not 
the fleetest—in the game, Mick­ 
ey has slowed to a walk. 
On a number of occasions, he 
has settled for singles on long 


drives that normally he would 
have stretched into doubles. Ex­ 
cept for occasional well-placed 
bunts, he rarely beats out infield 
hits any more. 
At times, it has been an ef­ 
fort for the 32-year-old Mantle 
to walk, let alone nm. A team­ 
mate, who asked not to be iden­ 
tified, said Mantle was playing 
on nerve alone, a quality which 
has evoked sympathy and ad­ 
miration from his teammates. 
Mickey is giving it all he 
has,” the teammate said, “but 
it is evident he is not half the 
center fielder he was in other 
years. He still makes great 
plays on occasions, but these 
are plays that would have been 
routine for him before.

The thousands of challengers 
in the National Golf Day festi­ 
val will toss at least $1 each 
into the charity pot, fire a round 
over their favorite layout, and 
then sit back and await Mon­ 
day’s result 
Those who defeat the cham­ 
pions on a handicap basis will 
receive certificates from the 
PGA. Columbus Country Club 
par is 70, so if Boros or Nick­ 
laus shoots a 69, the challengers 
must be two under par on their 
home courses to get a certifi­ 
cate. 
Golfers may play as many 
rounds as they desire, upon 
payment of $1 for each round, 
and the receipts—along with the 
net gate from the Monday 
“round of champions” exhibi­ 


tion here—will go to the PGA 
for distribution to various proj­ 
ects and charities. 
Ohio Gov. James A. Rhodes 
has officially proclaimed May 
30 as “Golf Day in Ohio”, and 
has urged all golfers to support 
the sport Stan Musial, former 
St Louis Cardinal star and now 
President Johnson’s consultant 
on physical fitness, also has 
gone to bat for the golf pro­ 
gram. 
Since 1952, when the event 
was inaugurated, more than 
1,093,000

Weightlessness — as .exper­ 
ienced by astronauts above the 
earth's atmosphere—was pro­ 
duced for the tests inside an 
airborne KC-135 “Stratotanker 
jet plane. 
A temporary wooden mockup 
of the G e m i n i space capsule 
was placed inside tile plane— 
normally used for aerial refuel­ 
ing—and momentary weightless 
ness was produced as the plane 
turned at high speeds. 
In this state for brief per 
periods, pairs of would-be as 
tronauts practiced procedures 
for getting in and out of the 
apace capsule. 
Among those taking part in 
the test was Navy Ll. Cmdr. 
John W. Young, the astronaut 
scheduled to make the first two- 
man Gemini flight with Mer­ 
cury astronaut Virgil Grissom. 
Other astronauts are to partici­ 
pate in future tests. 
Upcoming are projects involv­ 
ing the Apollo command module 
(capsule) and the lunar excur­ 
sion module, in which the as­ 
tronauts hope to land on the 
moon. Mainly involved here will 
be problems of transfer from 
one craft to the other. 
Also planned during the three- 
years to come are tests involv­ 
ing body harness equipment to 
keep the body s t a b l e during 
weightlessness, flying suit quali­ 
fication tests and donning and 
doffing space suits during the 
weightless state.
